GENERAL NEWS. 



Fearfully hot weather has been experienced 
in Melbourne during January. For five eon- 
aeoutive days the most intensd heat was en- 
dured, the thermometer during that period 
ranging between 106 and 110 in the ahade, 
with a burning sun land scorching wind, 

A corcospondent of a Queensland paper 
tsys a man at Toowoomba recently sold his 
wife and two children for £T, 

.'Queen Victoria, (says an American paper) 
la the legal head o( the Episcopal Church of 
England and the Presb 3 rierian Church cf 
Scotland. When she is in England her 
Presbyterianism is technically called “dis- 
sent.” She has a morbid hatred of ritual- 
ism. The Prince of Wales is inclined to 
ritualistio ceremonies, while his eldest sister, 
the Princess of Germany, Is a Lutheran ; 
his brother-in-law, X<ord Lome, is a Presby- 
terian 5 another brother-in-law, tho PWnce 
Imperial of Prussia, is aProtestant Lutheran ; 
a sister-in-law, the Duchess of Edinburgh, 
is a Greek Catholic { her husband is a Low 
Church Episcopalian 5 th® other brothers and 
sisters are Episcopaiiahs and Presbyteruns 
by turns, their particular creed depending on 
their residence. The Princess of Wales 
clings to the faith she was taught in Den-

The Melbourne papers record a clever 
escape from the police, A man named 
Stewart, arrested in New Zealand for setting 
fire to his house at Sandridga, was taken to 
Melbourne by Senior-Constable Joyce in the 
Otago. As soon the steamer came alongside 
the wharf, Joyce had the prisoner on deck 
near the steerage cabin door, and was about 
to handcuff him, when the latter said he had 
left his bag in his bunk, and he was aJlowed 
to go down for it. As he did not return in a 
minute or so, tho constable went down to 
look for him, but he was nowhere to be found. 
Having thoroughly searched the veasel and 
wharf without succees, Joyce started by 
cab for tho house In whioh SteWart and his 
family formerly lived in Sandridge. There 
he learnt that Stewart had been there about 
a quarter of an hour before him, but did not 
remain, as none of his family lived there 
now. Since that diligent search has been 
made by the detectives and general police, 
but without success. 

The North Otago Times tcUa us that a dar- 
ing robbery wjvs perpetrated on, the premises 
of Messrs J. Booth and Cn. , early on Thurs- 
day morning, the 28tb ultimo, and goods to 
the value of £30 were stolen. ,It appears 
that the theivos entered the store by cutting 
out a pane of glass at the top of the back 
door. This was done evidently : by no un- 
skilful hand, as the pane was removed in its 
eutiretv. About 3s. 6 d. in silver was taken 
from the till, and a box of mutches placed 
therein instead. Suits of clothes, sever.il 
pairs of trousers, socks, boots, and shirts, 
besides a roll of tartan-plaid and several 
dress-pieces, wore also taken, the thieves evi- 
dently having a pretty good knowledge of 
such articles, aa they to^ away nothing of 
an inferior description. The police are busy 
trying to discover the thieves, or some trace 
of the missing articles, but aa yet they have 
been unsuccessful. 

Such extraordinary liberality aa that lately 
reported by tho Bendigo papers is of very 
rare occurrence nnw-,vdays. In the Finegan’s 
division of tho Etheridge district ■worked a 
party of miners, consisting of Henry Lewis 
and three mates, who owned tho Queens- 
lander and the Marquis of Lome njefa, to- 
gether with a ten-stamper machine. A short 
time since Lewis received advices from Iris 
Welsh connections at LLinwycld that an cstato 
worth something Uko £30,000 had fallen to 
him, and that his presence home vas re- 
quir^; Ho was immediately nfferel £fi 00 
by his mates for hU interest in the rctfs and 
machinery, but Mr Lewis not Only refused to 
accept a shilling, but, making an absolute gift 
to tliem of the property, gave a ebampngna 
supper to a numerous party of his friends 
prior to his departure.

THE MEMBER FOR KAWARAU, 

To the Editor oj the Gromwei.l Akkus. 

, Sir,— 1 see in your paper of date Fehiuary 2, 
1.875, at the annual meeting of the meinliers 
of the Bannockburn and Garrick Range Miners’ 
Association, that the following motion was put 
to the meeting and carried nnanimnusly : — 
"That this Association is of opinion that Mr 
MacKellar has broken his pledge to support any 
measure which would tend to reduce taxation of 
the goldfields, by not supporting either by voice 
or vote, the re.solution passed in the Provim iol 
Co:incU to reduce tile export duty on gold ; ami 
further, that he has misrepresented his con- 
stituents by giving his support to and ultimately 
joining a Government whose policy is unfavour- 
able to the Goldfields.” I have the honour of 
being a member of the Bannockburn and Carriok 
flange Mineie’ Association, but w.as not present 
at the meeting referred to ; and I fail to see th.it; 
Mr MacKellar has misrepresented his constitii-, 
ents by giving his support to and ultimately 
joining the Donald Reid Government. VVheu 
Mr MacKellar was addressing the eleotoi's at 
Carriokton, (before any one knew that he would 
be the chosen of the people), he plainly faid hla 
sympathies were with the Reid party ; and, if I 
mistake not, said that he was in favour of the 
policy adopted by Mr Reid, and gave us to un- 
derstand that he’ would support the party that 
is now in office. I consider that Messrs Reid, 
Stout, and Gillies are wisS arid able politicians, 
whn are net at all likely to legislate so as to en- 
rich one class of people at the expense of others ; 
and in my opinion,' we might to be pi ond to see 
onr representative holding snch an hononrahlo 
position. It is not'only a credit to himself, but 
the credit rcfleots hick on his constituency . But 
Mr MacKellar has treated the Bannockburn 
people with indifference, if not enritempti by not 
holiling s meeting at the Bannockburn when he 
catiic back from liunedin, so that he could have 
given us an account of his stew.ardsliip.,, The 
Bannockburn people were his strongest su]j- 
porters, and are deserving of some little oon- 
sideratien; And certainly Mr M.Tc'fcll.ar ought 
to have been in the Council Cham her when the 
gold duty question was being discussed, and 
should lave given his vote in favour of reducing 
the duty on gold. If the me-nbers of tire Pro- 
vincial Council had to a. man been in favour of 
retluoing that duty, they would have had great iu- 
fluenoewith theGener.il Governnont. .andcon- 
setpiontly the gold duty would liave been re- 
duced, But it woulil almost appear that Mr 
MacKellar knew that the Provincial Seeretary 
and Ilia colleagues were not in favour of reducing 
the oxprirt duty, .and was afraid to veto against 
the Government, le.st ):o might not he requested 
to take the office of Gohlfielde Secretary, — .an 
office that was at that time vacant. In short, 
to spe.sll plainly, I am afr.aid that Mr MacKellar 
was office-hunting, and in my opinion his con- 
” is reprehensible, not because he joined

Lho sohetor for tbe defence had appeared to be 
Very sanguine in the matter, and his opinion Was 
one he had every respect for. He would like to 
see tlie case taken to a higher Gourt, and would 
give every focility for an appeal. In coining to 
his decision, also, he felt bound to pay attention 
to the results to the Corporation in the event of 
ail adverse jildgment. He felt inclined to give 
the Gotporation the benefit of the doubt. "With 
icgard to the list pjoint, as to " d.ays of grace” 
in the rate-notice, he thought, delivery having 
been matle on December 2,8, while paynioiit -was 
not required before January 1, the days in the 
interim might be regarded as days of .grace, and 
as, msome measure, complying with the terras of 
the act as regards the time to bo allowed for 
payment. In eoiioliision, be must say that the 
wording of the rate-notice was bad ip the ex- 
treme, and must recoainreiid a change. He 
would therefore give judgment for plaintiff in 
the amo-jnt claimed, £8 8s 9d., but would be 
willing at once to give leave to .appeal.

Taylor moved, Cr Grant seconded, and it 
was carried, “That further information be 
asked, as to the probable cost of the road, 
value of timber, etc., as without some infor- 
mation of the sort tlie Council would not bo 
justified in giving their co-operation in a 
matter of which they are ignorant.” ' 

CORPORMTIOW EESERVfiS. 

The Town Clerk had prepared a list of the 
■ </orporation reserves throughout the town, 
^id this was laid before the Council. 

Cr Grant moved, and Cr Taylor seconded, 
■“'Eiat the leaseltold of the reserves fora 
period of fourteen years be opened to compe- 
tition by public auctiori.”

It was agreed to employ Mr G. Faohe as 
anctioneer, and to advertise the sale in the 
local and Dnnstan papers.

THE PROPOSED WATERWORKS. 

The Town Clerk read the following report 
from Mr G. M. Barr, C.E., and it was taken 
into consideration by the Council - 

Gentlemen,— I have now made calculations 
and estimates, grounded upon the surveys I exe- 
■cuted, for your proposed w.at«r supply from Fire- 
wood creek, and now beg to submit the follow- 
ing report thereupon, for your guidance in de- 
termining the amount of water you will have 
brought into town and the extent of its distri- 
bution, before final contracts are prepared. 

As you are aware, tny survey had exclusive 
reference to the supply from Firewood Creek, — 
by taking advantage of the race already con- 
structed, from its high level to terrace above 
Cromwell, On the 1st of December, 1874, I 
guaged the Sow of water in that race, and found 
it equal to a quantity of 340 gallons per minute, 
which is very much in excess of the present re- 
siuirements of your population ; but this being 
only a single observation, and that at a time of 
the year when the creeks are not at their lowest, 
I cannot offer it to you as the the permanent 
-capacity of this source. But this is of less con- 
sequence, as you had already satisfied yourselves 
of the sufficiency of this source for your pur- 
poses before my visit. 

All that this determines is, that the race 
'already constructed is capable of conveying an 
amount of water in excess of the domestic and 
sauitary wants of the population, and opens up 
the question as to whether provision should bo 
made in the piping for conveying such quantity 
as would permit some of it being used in irrigat- 
ing the sand-hills adjoining the township. The 
first question to be decided is as to the quantity 
of water to be supplied per head of your popula- 
tion, and, unfortunately, such cannot be fixed ex- 
actly from the experience of other towns, that 
varying within very wide limits among different 
cities, whose circumstances do not seem so diverse 
SB to account for the difference. In Britain, ^ 
the range is from 20 to 52 gallons per head per I 
day in different cities, which provides for all 
domestio, sanitary, and mannfacturing pnrposes. 
In Melbonme, 1 believe that in the hot seasons 
the consumption has been as bigb as 120 gallons. 
In the case of Cromwell, seeing that there is a 
'Considerable portion of the summer that the tem- 
perature is much higher than experienced in 
Britain, I do not think it would be ad'visable to j 
-calculate for anything less than (say) 50 gallons | 
per day per head. | 

In order to give yon sufficient data, I estimate 
below tor two schemes, founded upon population 
and rate per head ; but, as ■will be seen further! 
in this report, the maximnm to be brought into 
town may be decided upon other grounds than 
a mere present supply per head. In the follow- 
ing estimates the population of Cromwell is 
taken at 400, and the service reservoir as capable 
of holding three days’ supply. The pipes are 
also calculated for the maximnm hourly demand, j 
which is usually about double the average ; — 
For 50 gallons per head per day.

. _ Yob will observe, however, that neither of the 
sixes of pipes almve quoted would be sufficient 
.to krep your present 4 inch ones charged ; and 



hence the irrigation of the sandbiUs would be 
unprovided for, nor would provision be made for 
such an increase of population as may reasonably 
be expeoted in the fntnre, so that the question 
becomes enlarged, and it will be necessary to de- 
cide whether mther or both of these requirementa 
are to be satisfied. On calculation, 1 find that 
to keep the 4 inch jnpe already laid folly charged, 
a 3 inch pipe from the reservoir to the bridge 
would be neceseary, which would be capable of 
delivering at the rate of 265 gallons per minute, 
or sutficieut for a population five times as nume- 
rous as at present at 100 gallons per head per 
day. Jf this were gone into now, of courae the 
difference between present consumption for 
household and other purposes in the town and 
the full capacity of the pipes, would be available 
for irrigation. You will perceive, also, that this 
increase in sizeof piping means increased reservoir 
room. The estimate, according to this scheme, 
is as follows : —

In this case, probably a reservoir of less di- 
mension would be sufficient ; but in the event 
of the store being drawn upon, the eupply, to 
all pnqioscs except domestic and sanitary, would 
' require to be stopped daring the time that water 
was not entering the reservoir. 

As yon may -wish to consider the cost of sup- 
ply by pipes along the side streets, X may state 
generally that the total cost of a inch pipe 
would be about £5 lOs per chain. 

Before preparing any contracts, I would now 
request to bo furnished with your views upon 
which of the above schemes yon will adopt, and 
whether contracts are to include the whole sup- 
ply of material and workmanship. I believe it 
would be better to contract for the' reservoir 
alone at present, import the pipes from Britain, 
and then contract for the laying of them. — I have 
the honour to be. Gentlemen, your obedient ser-

Cr Grant proposed, Cr Arndt seconded, 
and it was carried, “That the Engineer’s 
report on 'Waterworks be received and ap- 
proved ; and that scheme No. 3 be the one 
to receive consideration at the hands of the 
Council, subject to such additions or deduc- 
tions as the Council may think fit.” 

The Town Clerk was requested to commu- 
nicate this decision to Mr Barr. 

The Council then went into consideration 
of the scheme proposed. A long and ani- 
mated discussion then took place. Cr Tal- 
boys moved, and Cr IVhetter seconded, 
“ That that portion of the scheme providing 
amain along Inniscourt-street be not pro- 
ceeded with at present.” — Carried. 

On the motion of Cr Whetter, seconded by 
Cr Arndt, it was decided that no greater sum 
than £250 be spent in the construction of a 
reservoir. 

With regard to the matter of contracting, 
it was decided that the work be divided into 
three separate contracts, — one for the con- 
struction of the reservoir, one for the sup- 
ply of the pipes, and tho other for their lay- 
ing- _ 

This concluded the business, and a vote 
of thanks to the Mayor terminated the meet- 
ing.

WRESTLING MATCH.

The wrestling match in tho Cornish style 
between Ben Goare and T. Trevathan came 
off on Saturday last, on the Cromwell flat, 
about three o’clock. There was an attend- 
ance of considerably over one hundred 
people. “Cousin Jacks” were there in 
galore, and took . the greatest interest 
throughout in tho proceedings. ' Qne ratlier 
curious thing about Cornish wrestling is that 
even among those who know most about it, 
Ae difference of opinion as to “ a fall” or not 
is something extraordinary ; quite as many 
are of the one opinion as are of the other. 
The umpires’ billet is therefore not a piosition 
to be envied, although it is only fair to state 
that the gentlemen to whom the duties were 
entrusted on Saturday appeared to give 
almost universal satisfaction, — to give entire 
satisfaction is an impossibility, to all appear- 
ances. The upipires wore Messrs S. Thomas 
and R. Varooe, of the Garrick, and Mr Wil- 
liam Madden was chosen referee. , The match J 
was arranged to be decided by three falls out 
of five, and Hoare scoring three falls in suc- 
cession, the match was decided in his favour. 
The first bout was but of short duration, 
Trevathan coming to grass just at the mo- 
ment when h^ appear^ to the uninitiated to 
have obtained the advantage. The second 
bout resulted in what many held to be a fall 
to Trevathan, Boare going down apparently 
cleanly enough, and there was considerable 
applause in f.avour of Trevathan ; but the 
umpires knew better, and decided “ no fall.” 
Prom this out, there were a number of “ no 
falls,” Hoare, hovrever, generally having the 
advantap, and Trevathan coming to grass. 
On coming up to what proved the finishing 
bout, the men lost very little time, and after 
some smart work and desperate hugging Tre- 
vatban received -the cleanest fall of the day. 
Hoare was the general favourite, having a 
well-earned reputation as a wrestler, and the 
betting, after the first bout, was moving at 
two to one. Trevathan, however, had many 
admirers, and these only admired him the 
more on account of the quiet, kindly way he 
took his beating. The men were very evenly 
matched as regards weight, and the loser 
especi^y was in splendid condition ; but 
Uoare is gr^tly his superior in science, and 
has reputation enough to frighten any ordi- 
nary man. Trevathan was plucky to'mahffi 
himself against a man like Ben Hoare, and 
deserved a better fate, although, as we have 
said, he took his beating like a man. 

Some amusement was. created after the 
match by the sportiveness of two well-known 
publicans in the district, — one a iiuggetty 
little gentleman, who professed himself ready 
to "rastle any man, Cornish stylo, seven- 
stone weight, for a five-pound note,” and 
the othp a ponderous, portly gentleman of 
something hke seventeen stone. The two 
donned the wrestling jackets, and stepped 
into the middle of the ring amid the cheers 
of the onlookers. Having shaken hands, 
the shorter proceeded to pt his grip, in true 
scientific fashion. But it was no use ; his 
opponent having asked him if he was ready, 
and got an affirmative answer, quietly took 
him by the two shoulders and landed 
him on his back before he could say “ Jack 
Robinson,” while the spectators simply 
; roared. The vanquished wished to beat a 
retrpt, but the “old horse” was not to be 
denied : he would have “ two out of three,” 
and proceeded to repeat the dose in the most 
good-humoured and easy-going fashion. 

In the evening, in the township, a trotting 
match between two local horses, and one or 
two foot-races, came off, being a fitting ter- 
mination to the day’s proceedings.

I Mr Ulrich has presented the following in- ' 
terim report to His Honor the Suiierinten- ! 
dent : — ■ i 

Sir, — I have the honour to report that in ; 
obedience to instructions contained in letter of 
18th nltimo, I have inspected the quartz-mining 
localities of Tokoraairito, Blue Spur, Waipori, 
Conroy’s and Butcher’s Gullies, near Alexandra ; 
of Bendigo and the Garrick Ranges, near Crom- 
well ; Arrow, Sktppers’s Creek, the Rough 
Ridge, Macrae’s Flat, and Shag Valley— the last 
in company of Messrs Harvey and Rich — the 
rest under the most valuable guid.ance of the 
Spretary for the Goldfields, Mr D. MacKellar. 
Since my return to Dunedin I have also ex- 
amined the Saddle Hill Reef, Green Island : and 
the Peninsula Quartz Reef, near Portobello. 
The copious and extensive notes of the observa- 
tions I made during these inspections, referring 
to the character of the reefs, modes of Working, 
crushing machinery, the appliances used for 
saving the gold, &c., I purpose, with your ap- 
proval, to embody in a detailed report, which, 
as far as I can judge, may occupy up to a hun- 
dred foolscap pages, and the drawing up of which 
will require considerable time and attention. A s 
all my available time has been occupi^ in 
travelling .-ind inspections, and I am obliged to 
return to Victoria by first opportunity, I am not 
able to prepare and present this report previous 
to my departure, but shaU comnienco to work on 
it immediately after my arrival in Melbourne.

The 
Conroy’s Qplly mill— a first-class plant, supplied 
by Messrs,jKincaid, M’Queen, and Co, of Dun- 
edin — was purchased, and has been erected on 
the ground st a cost of about £1000. Daring 
1374, from six to ten then were employed in 
prospecting and opening np the mine. A dis- 
tance of 2.50 feet has been driven along the reef, 
rises have been put up at intervals of about 40 
feet, and two shafts sunk with the reef to the 
water level, 93 feet below the present workings. 
The only stone crushed during the present season 
was taken from these prospecting drives in dif- 
ferent parts of the mine. The quantity crushed 
was 150 tons, which gave 187 ozs. 2 dwts., or 
ne.arly 25 dwts. per ton. 

The height of stone over head along the 2,50 
feet driven is 80 feet. Of this about one-halt 
has been taken ont and crushed with the result 
already stated. Two shafts have also been sunk

EUROPEAN NEWS, ■ ' 

Oreat "ioU has.beftn exiierieficed in Eng- 
land. ; /One day in Diiomuber nix inches 
snow lay in the streets 'of London, and the- 
■snow and ice stopped the ri ver navigation and 
railway travelling in varions parts of the 
'Country. .1/ .1 I 

A terrible railway accident occurred on the 
Great Wettom line, near Oxford, on Christmas 
eve. One hundred lives were lost. No par- 
ticnlaw are to hand. 

A Berlin despatch says that the r^ort that 
Queen Victoria had written to the Emperor 
of Germany, 'lirgmg him to adopt a more 
moderate potuy with regard to the strife now 
proceeding in Germany between the Ghurch 
and State, caused much comment, and was 
regarded by ultramontane circles with much 
favour. 

The Lord Chamberlain of England has pro- 
hibited indecent theatrical performance, and 
warned managers of theatres against allowing 
indecent dances or permitting actresses to 
■wear indecent dresses. 

The French vints^e of 1874 is calculated to 
be the most bounteous over known, and will 
yield 1,637,500,000 gallons. 

The new law requiring military duty of all 
citizens in Russia has caused large emigra- 
tion. The Mohammedan subjects and Tar- 
tars in the Crimea deserted their homes by 
thousands until the police stopped them. Now 
many escape by stealth, and reach the Turk- 
ish dominions. 

A Madrid despatch says that King Alfonso 
has issued an address to the people of Spain, 
in which he promises to exercise a liberal 
policy towards his subjects in his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the kingdom. He states 
that holders of bonds will receive payment in 
full, and that all persons now in arms against 
the country who shall acknowledge allegiance 
to the Crown will be granted an amnesty. 
He also promises liberty of free worship and 
the freedom of the Press. 

Among the last fashionable arrivals in 
Paris is that of “ General Dot,” the rival of 
'Tom Thumb. The gallant dwarf is of Ger- 
man origin, and his unprofessional name is 
Leopold Khan. He was born in San Fran- 
cisco, of parents of giant proportions. The 
new “ ganeraT' weighs I81bs. He is said to 
have made a fortune in America with Baiv 
num. 

It is announced that the Pope has given 
Cardinal Franchi, to be sent to the Marquis 
'of Ripon, a magnificent crucifix, the figure 
of the Saviour and the ornaments being of 
silver. The pedestal contains a vqry precious 
Telio. 

More than 40 sheep have been killed in the 
Mullingar district by one or two wolves, 
which are said to have escaped from a mena- 
gerie in. the North of Ireland..

News of the burning of the Cospatrick was 
received at London on December 28th by a 
telegram from Madeira stating that three of 
the craw of the unfortunate vessel had ar- 
rived at St. Helena. The Cospatrick was 
burned on November 17, in lat. 37 S., long. 
12 E. When the vessel svas discovered to be 
OIL fire, 80 persons, ntostly women, mshed 
into one boat, which capsized, and all were 
drowned. Soon afterwards the masts fell, 
killing many passengere, who were crowded 
• together on deck. An explosion subsequently 
'occurred, and the vessel sank. The second 
mate and t'wo seamen were picked up by the 
British Sceptre, after subsisting on the bodies 
of their companions. 

A conflagration at the city of Tokio, Japan, 
destroyed 1,180 houses. 

Archbishop Manning is to he made a Car- 
■dinal. 

The Pope’s health is again occasioning 
anxiety. The physicians state that the slow 
and progressive decline of his vital powers is 
perceptible. 

A series of military manoenres by French 
and German armies, announced to take place 
in spring, is creating uneasiness, being cun- 
aidered as preliminary of war. 

The Duchess Paucclet signed a letter to 
a French Archbishop offering to kill Bismarck 
for 12,000f. She now asserts that the al 
leged conspiracy was a joke, and that she 
signed the letter while intoxicated. 

Grand Duke Nicholas, nephew of the 
Emperor of Russia, convicted of stealing his 
mother’s diamonds, is declared insane. 

Mr Gladstone has written to Earl Gran- 
ville, resigning the leadership of the Liberal 
party in the House of Commons, but the 
right hon. gentleman still retains his seat in 
Parliament.

AMERICAN NEWS. 

Two clerical scandals similar to the 
Beecher-Tilton case excite attention. The 
Rev. R. W. Glendinning, a Presbyterian 
minister in Jersey City, is charged with im- 
moral relations with one of his congregation, 
and unchristian conduct. The pastor of the 
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Congregational Church, Baltimore, has been 
publicly accused of immorality on several 
specified 'occasions with female members of 
the church. 

An effort was mode by the municipal 
officers of New York tO'Oscertain accurately 
the City debt. They found some difticulty 
in estimating it to withia a hundred and 
twenty millions of dollars., 

Charles Ross, the boy stolen by highway- 
men, has not been recovered. Two burglars, 
shotdead while entering a house, were, proved 
to ho two of Ross's abductors. 

Five children were in a sleigh on the ice at, 
New Jersey. 'The ice broke, and the children 
were drowned nothin view of their mother, 
who was standing helpless on the edge of the 
pond. 

New York, January 6th. 

The question of admitting Negro children 
into public schools in New Orleans has cnl 
minated in besting one coloured man to death, 
and seriously injuring several coloured eliil- 
dreit. 

The suit by Josephine Mansfield, the 
woman who caused James Fisk’s ruin and 
death, to recover 26,000 dollars, the promis- 
sory notes given by Fisk while under her 
spell, has resulted in favour of plaintiff. 

Statements of the condition of affairs in 
all manufactures and industries in New York 
show great atagnation in the building trade. 
Ne.arly 7000 men are idle. The shoemakers 
have 1000 men idle. The iron interests are 
very much depressed ; nearly 6000 men are 
idle. Cabinet makers, 2580 idle ; over 2000 
painters ; 2400 coopers ; sugar refiners, 700. 
The unskilled labourers idle, in round num- 
bers amount to over 30,000, exclusive of se- 
veral thousands out on strike. 

The sittings in Beecher’s church were sold 
at auction, and realised 50,000 dol. premium. 
All old pew-owners took seats at higher pre- 
miums. 

The Rev. —— Coombes, a Presbyterian 
Minister of New York, committed suicide 
owing to fear of exposure, having been de- 
tected stealing books from a stall. It seemed 
he was suffering from kleptomania. 

General Cobb was shot in San Pi'ancisco 
by Mrs Smythe, who fancies he defrauded 
her. The General was shot in the back, but 
is in a fair way of recovery. 

Jn California the Great Bonanza mine has 
opened on fabulously rich ground. There is 
a body of almost silver and gold in the mine, 
which is selling at the rate of 10,000 dol. per 
inch. It is valued at 600,000,000 dol. 

Mr Grant resigns the presidentship. 

There has been another war in Vicksburg 
between the blacks and whites. The negroes 
attacked the town. Seventy-five negroes 
were killed. 

The Rev, Mr Beecher has won his first 
victory. Miss Proctor obtained damages 
against Moulton— 100,000 dollars— for de- 
famation of character. 

Chiarini has another circus in San Fran- 
cisco.

Latest from the Palmer 



(fVahatip Mail,) 

Although the recont mania amongst many 
of our rosjdnnts for i ashing away to this re- 
ported new Eiderado is fast fading, some 
good purpose may still be served in allaying 
any remaining desire or restlessness which 
may exist, by making public' from time to 
time, various accounts — especially when the 
narratives are from reliable private resources, 
snob as that below, which is from tlie pen o, 
an old Bottler, who left here for the Palmer 
goldfields over four months ago, and has re- 
cently reriirned, the letter having been re- 
ceived by J. T. Crofts, of this town J — 

“■Invercargill, 12th January, 1876. 

“ Being an old resident in the Wakatip 
district for many years, I wisli to mform my 
old friends that are inclined to go to the Pal- 
mer diggings nut to be in too great a hurry, 
for I left the Wakatip, being induced to go 
there by flattering nows appearing in different 
papers, which stated, among many other good 
things, that diggers wore getting from one to 
four ounces per day per man. Noiv, I be- 
lieve that some men who wore on the field 
when Sandy Creek broke out did get that for 
a few days. What is called washdirt is scat- 
tered on the reef amongst a little clay, and 
all one can use is a tin dish. Some of them 
have got a cradle ; but, as far as I saw, it 
took men all their time to get from one to 
four pennyweights per day, and it took all 
that to keep them in tucker, besides having 
to stand a oliinate lit for no white man — men 
dying in aU directions from fever, ague, and 
dysentery, and many other diseases which 1 
never heard of before. There are also al! 
sorts of venomous animals, such as files, ants, 
rausquitos, centipedes, tarantulas, scorijinns, 
snakes, and all sorts of pests that you can 
mention. You never can get a minute’s peace 
to yourself, night or day ; and the sun is 
that hot during a portion of the day that yon 
are neither able to walk or work. The road 
you have to travel on going up to the dig- 
gings from Cooktown is sometimes knee-deep, 
and so hot that you can scrcely bear it, and 
sometimes you have to , travel a long way 
without water. But, of all the pests, the 
blacks are the worst, for you are never sore 
when*tRey will come upon you— night or day. 
People always have their firearms in order as 
they travel up the country. Two men that 
left Qiieenstown— M'Douaid and Hope— had 
their horses speared by the blacks. It was 
a bad job for them, as they could have got 
£50 a-head for the horses, but, after all, they 
considered themselves lucky in having es- 
caped unhurt, as some men on the track a 
little aliead had been speared. 

“The sun is so hot that you are not- fit to 
carry your swag, and consequently all that 
can afford it get horses. At the time I went 
the price of horses was very high, and by the 
time we arrived at Cooktown',' and-hatl bought 
horses and an outfit, and paid our pas.sage 
from New Zealand, it cost us about £65 each. 
Seeing so many graves on oixr road up on all 
sides of the tnvck, and so many dying on the 
diggings from fever — while -we could not get 
as much gold as would find us in ‘ tucker,’ 
and besides, the wet season coming on — we 
resolved, before too late, to return to New 
Zealand, where we could get a sound night’s 
rest. At tlie Palmer I have risen in the 
morning blistered from head to foot with pqi- 
sonous’bites from insects, and ail I have to 
say is, that if you want to see hardship and 
misery, go to the Palmer, ami as you go up 
you will see painted on the trees — ‘ This is 
the road In death and h — ll ! Bdurn.'
